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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE I. 
NAME AND TITLE OF THE SOCIETY. 

The name and title of this organization shall 
be the Vigo County Medical Society. 

ARTICLE II. 
PURPOSES OF THE SOCIETY. 

The purpose of this Society shall be to 
bring into one organization the physicians of 
Vigo County ; so that by frequent meetings 
and full and frank interchange of views they 
may secure such intelligent unity and harmony 
in every phase of their labor as will elevate 
and make effective the opinions of the pro- 
fession in all scientific, legislative, public 
health, material and social affairs, to the 
end that the profession may receive that 
respect and support within its own ranks and 
from the community to which its honorable 
history and great achievements entitle it ; and 
with other county societies to form the Indiana 
State Medical Association, and through it, 
with other state associations, to form and 
maintain the American Medical Association, 
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ARTICLE III. 


ELIGIBILITY. 

Every legally registered physician residing 
and practicing in Vigo county, who is of good 
moral and professional standing, shall be 
eligible for membership. 


ARTICLE IV. 
MEETINGS. 

Regular meetings shall be held at such time 
and place as may be determined by the So- 
ciety. Special meetings may be called by the 
President, and shall be called on a written re- 
quest of five members. A call for a special 
meeting shall state the object of such meet- 
ing, at which no business except that stated 
in the call shall be transacted. 


ARTICLE V. 
OFFICERS. 

The officers of this Society shall consist of 
a President, Vice-President, Secretary-Treas- 
urer, Delegates and Board of three Censors. 
The officers, except the Board of Censors, 
shall be elected annually. Delegates shall be 
elected in accordance with the Constitution 
and By-Laws of the State Association. One 
member of the Board of Censors shall be 
elected each year to serve for three years. 
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ARTICLE VI. 
FUNDS AND EXPENSES. 

Lands for meeting the expenses of the So- 
ciety shall be raised by annual dues, special 
assessments and voluntary contributions. 
Funds may be appropriated by vote of the 
Society for such purposes as will promote its 
welfare and that of the profession. 


ARTICLE VII. 
CHARTER. 

This Society exists under the Charter grant- 
ed by the Council of the Indiana State Med- 
ical Association, which Charter is in the 
custody of the Secretary. 


ARTICLE VIII. 
INCORPORATION. 

The Society shall have authority to appoint 

a Board of Trustees and to provide for articles 


of incorporation whenever it may deem this 
necessary. 


ARTICLE IX. 
SEAL. 

This Society adopts as its seal a circular 
disc with a line one-fourth inch from the border 
the space between the line and the border 
bearing the words ‘‘ Vigo County Medical 
Society, Indiana’, with a female figure re- 
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presenting the goddess of health, upon the 
face within the inner circle. Beneath her the 
word ‘‘ Sa/us’’ and in the space to the right 
and left of the central figure the numbers, 
1846, indicating the year of the organiza- 
tion of the Society. 


ARTICLE X. 
AMENDMENTS. 


The Society may amend any article of this 
Constitution by a two-thirds vote of its mem- 
bers at any regular meeting, provided that 
such amendment or amendments are not in 
conflict with the laws and regulations of the 
State Association; provided, also, that such 
amendment shall have been read in open ses- 
sion at a previous regular meeting and shall 
have been sent by mail to each member ten 


days in advance of the meeting at which final 


action is to be taken. 


BY-LAWS. 


CHAPTER I. 
MEMBERSHIP. 

Srecrion ].—The Society shall judge of the 
qualification of its members, but, as it 1s the 
only door to the State Medical Association and 
to the American Medical Association for phy- 
sicians within its jurisdiction, every reputable 
and legally qualified physician in Vigo county 
shall be entitled to membership. 

Src. 2.—A candidate for membership shall 
make application in writing and shall state his 
age, his college and date of graduation, the 
place in which he has practiced, and the date 
of registration in this state. The application 
must be accompanied by the admission fee and 
must be endorsed by two members of this 
Society. It shall be referred to the Board of 
Censors, who shall inquire into the standing 
of the applicant, assure themselves that he or 
she is duly registered according to the laws of 
the state, and report at the next regular meet- 
ing of this Society. Election shall be by ballot, 
and two-thirds of the votes of the members 
present and voting shall be necessary to elect. 
The application shall be returned to the Sec- 
retary, who shall file it for future reference. 
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Applications for membership from rejected 
candidates shall not be received within six 
months of such rejection. 

Src. 8.—A physician accompanying his ap- 
plication with a transfer card from another 
component county society of this or any -tate 
within sixty days of the issuance of said card 
shall be admitted without fee on a majority 
vote of the members present and without the 
application being referred to the Board of 
Censors. Such applications may be acted on 
at the meeting at which they are presented on 
the vote of three-fourths of the members 
present, otherwise they shall lie over until the 
next regular meeting. No annual dues for 
the current year shall be charged against such 
members, provided the same shall have been 
paid to the Society from which the applicant 
comes. 

Sec. 4.—A physician residing in an imme- 
diately adjoining county may become a mem- 
ber of this Society in like manner and on the 
same termsasa physician living in this county, 
on permission of the county society of the 
county in which the applicant lives. 

Src. 5.—A member in good standing who 
is free from all indebtedness to this Society, 
and agaiust whom no charges are pending, 
wishing to withdraw, shall be granted a trans- 
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fer card. This card shall state the date the 
member associated himself with this Society, 
the date of issuance of the card, and shall be 
signed by the President and Secretary. It 
shall be accompanied with a copy of the ap- 
plication presented at the time the member 
joined the Society, for information to the 
Society to which the member desires to attach 
himself, e 

Src. 6.—All members shall be equally privi- 
leged to attend all meetings and take part in 
all proceedings, and shall be eligible to any 
office or honor within the gift of the Society 
so long as they conform to this Constitution 
and By-Laws, including the payment of dues. 
A member who is under sentence of suspen- 
sion or expulsion shall not be permitted to 
take part in any of the proceedings, or be 
eligible to any office until relieved of such dis- 
ability. And provided further, that none of 
the privileges of membership shall be extended 
to any person not a member of this Society 
except on a majority vote of the Society in 
regular meeting. 

Sec. 7. A member who is guilty of a 
criminal offense or of gross misconduct, either 
as a physician or as a citizen, or who violates 
any of the provisions of this Constitution and 
By-Laws, shall be liable to censure, suspension 
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or expulsion. Charges agaiuat a member must 
be made in writing and be delivered t the 
Secretary, who shall immediately furnish a 
copy to the accused and to the Chairman of 
the Board of Censors. The Board of Censors 
shall investigate the charges on their merits, 
but no action shall be taken by the. l’oard 
within ten days of the presentation oi the 
charges to the accused, nor before giving the 
accused and accusers ample opportunity to 
be heard. ‘The Board shall report (1) that 
the charges are not sustained ; or (2) that the 
charges are sustained and that the accused be 
(a) censured; (4) suspended for a definite 
time, or (¢) expelled. Censure or suspension 
shall require a two-thirds vote of the mem- 
bers present and voting, and three-fourths 
vote of those present and voting shall be re- 
quired to expel a member. No action shall 
be taken by the Society in such cases until at 
Jeast six weeks have elapsed since the filing 
of the charges. A member suspended for a 
definite time shall be reinstated at the expira- 
tion of the time. 

Sec. 8.—Kindly efforts in the interest of 
peace, conciliaton or reformation, so far as 
possible and expedient, shall precede the fil- 
ing of formal charges affecting the character 
and standing of a member, and the accused 
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shall have opportunity to be heard in his own 
defense in all trials and proceedings of this 
nature. 

Src. 9.—Members expelled from this So- 
ciety for any cause shall be eligible for mem- 
bership after one year from date of expulsion 
and on the same terms and in like manner as 
original applicants. 


CHAPTER II. 
POWERS AND DUTIES. 

Section 1.—This Society shall have general 
direction of the affairs of the medical profes- 
sion of the county, and its influence shall be 
constantly exerted to better the scientific, ma- 
terial and social condition of every physician 
within its jurisdiction. Systematic efforts 
shall be made by each member, and by the 
Society as a whole, to increase the member- 
ship until it embraces every reputable physi- 
cian in the county. 

Src. 2.—Regular meetings shall be held on 
every Tuesday evening. Ten members shall 
constitute a quorum. The officers and com- 
mittee on program shall profit by experience 
and by the example of other similar societies, 
and strive to arrange for the most attractive 
and successful proceedings for each meeting. 
Crisp papers and discussions and reports of 
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cases shall be arranged for and encouraged, and 
tedious and profitless proceedings and discus- 
sions shall he avoided as far as practicable. 

Src. 8.—Agreements and schedules of fees 
shall not be made by this Society, but at least 
one meeting during each year shall be set 
apart for a discussion of the business affairs 
of the profession of the county, with the view 
of adopting the best methods for the guid- 
ance of all. In all proper ways the public 
shall be taught that business methods and 
prompt collections are essential to tbe equip- 
ment of the modern physician and surgeon 
and that it suffers even more than the profes- 
sion when this is not recognized. 

Sec. 4.—This Society shall endeavor to edu- 
cate its members to the belief that the physi- 
cian should be a leader in his community, 
in character, learning, dignified and manly 
bearing, and in courteous and open treatment 
of his brother physicians, to the end that 
the profession may occupy that place in its 
own and the public estimation to which it is 
entitled. 

CHAPTER III. 
OFFICERS. 

SECTION 1.— The officers of the Society shall 
be elected at the first December meeting in 
each year, which shall be known as the an- 
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nual meeting. Nominations shall be made 
by informal ballot, and all elections shall be 
by ballot. The vote of a majority of all 
the members present shall be necessary to an 
election, 

Src. 2.—The President shall preside at the 
meetings of the Society, and perform such 
other duties as custom and parliamentary 
usage may require. He shall be the real head 
of the profession in the county during the 
year, and it shall be his pride and ambition to 
leave it in better condition as regards both 
scientific attainments and harmony than at the 
beginning of his term of office. 

Sec. 3.—The Vice-President shall assist the 
President in the performance of his duties, 
shall preside in his absence and, on his death, 
shall succeed to the presidency. 

Sec. 4.—The Secretary-Treasurer shall re- 
cord the minutes of the meetings and receive 
and care for all records and papers belonging 
to the Society, including its charter. He shall 
notify each member as to the time and place 
of each meeting, and whenever possible give 
the program of the meeting. He shall receive 
all dues and funds belonging to the Society and 
pay out the same only when bills have been 
allowed and ordered paid by vote of the So- 
ciety at a regular meeting. He shall make 
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and keep a list of the members of this Society 
in good standing, noting of each his correct 
namie, address, place and date of graduation, 
and the date of the certificate entitling him to 
practice medicine in the state ; and in a separ- 
ate list he shall note the same facts in regard 
to each legally qualified physician in this 
county not a member of the Society. It shall 
be his duty to send a copy of such lists, on 
blank forms furnished him for that purpose, 
to the Secretary of the state association, at 
such time as may be designated by the state 
association. In making such lists he shall en- 
deavor to account for each physician who has 
moved into or out of the county during the 
year, stating, when possible, both his present 
and past address. At the same time, and with 
his report of such lists of members and physi- 
cians, he shall transmit to the state associa- 
tion a check for the annual dues of the So- 
ciety. 

Sec. 5.—The Delegate or his alternate shall 
attend and faithfully represent the members 
of this Society and the profession in this 
county in the House of Delegates of the state 
association, and shall make a report of the 
proceedings of that body to this Society at the 
earliest opportunity. 
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CHAPTER IV. 
COMMITTEES. 

BC 1.—There shall be a Board of Cen- 
sors as provided in the Constitution, a Stand- 
ing Committee on Program and Scientific 
Work, a Committee on Public Health and 
Legislation, and such special committees as 
may from time to time be deemed necessary. 

Sec. 2.—Board of Censors. This Board 
shall examine and report on the qualification 
of applicants for membership, subjecting each 
applicaut to such examination as it may deem 
necessary. It shall investigate charges pre- 
ferred against a member, and report its con- 
clusions and recommendations to the Society. 
In case of the absence of a member of the 
Board, the President may appoint some mem- 
ber to fill the vacancy. The senior member of 
the Board in point of service shall be Chairman 
of the Board. 

Src. 3.— Committee on Program and Scien- 
tific Work. This Committee shall consist of 
the President, Vice-President and Secretary. 
It shall be its duty to promote the scientific 
and social functions of the Society by arrang- 
ing attractive programs for each meeting and 
by urging each member to take part in the 
Scientific work. It shall stimulate fraternal- 
ism and good feeling among the members in 
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every way possible. They shall arrange for the 
Annual Banquet in January and for any other 
social affairs throughout the year. 

Src. 4.—Committee on Public Health and 
Legislation This Committee shall consist of 
three members who shall be appointed aunually 
by the President. It shall be its duty to en- 
force and support the sanitary and medical 
laws of the state in this county, to co-operate 
with the Committee on Public Policy and Legis- 
lation of the State Association in all matters per- 
taining to legislation, and to prosecute quacks 
and medical pretenders in this county. 


CHAPTER V. 
FUNDS AND EXPENSES. 

Section 1.—The admission fee, which must 
accompany the application, shall be $5.00 and 
shall include the annual dues for the fiscal year. 
The admission fee shall be returned if the ap- 
plicant is not accepted. 

Src. 2. The annual dues shall be $5.00 and 
shall be payable on January 1 of each year. Any 
member who shall fail to pay his annual dues 
by April 1 shall be held as suspended without 
action on the part of the Society. A member 
suspended for non-payment of dues shall be 
restored to full membership on payment of all 
indebtedness. Members more than one year 
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in arrears shall be dropped from the roll of 

members. È 
Sec. 3.—The fiscal year of this Society shall 

be from January to December, inclusive.

CHAPTER IX. 
AMENDMENTS. 

These By-Laws may be amended at any re- 
gular meeting by a two-thirds vote therefor, 
provided that such amendment has been read 
in open session at the preceding regular meet- 
ing and a copy of the same has been sent to 
each member by the Secretary ten days in ad- 
vance of the meeting at which final action is to 
be taken. 


AMENDMENT, SEPT. 1, 1908. 

Any Lodge, Fraternal Order, Social Society or 
Mutual Protective Association Practice, wherein 
unlimited services for a fixed and limited com- 
pensation are required, shall not be permissable 
by any member of the Vigo County Medical 
Society and any member engaging in such con- 
tract practice after January 1, 1909, shall forfeit 
his membership in this Society. 


VIGO COUNTY MEDICAL SOCIETY. 


The date of the first meeting of the Vigo 
County Medical Society is a fact buried with the 
lost records of its early existence. The organi- 
zation had its inception about 1840, but the ear- 
liest authenticated date that can be established 
is 1846. We owe this information to Dr. 
Stephen J. Young, who remembers attending 
the meetings that year, while he was still an un- 
der-graduate. In the bound State Transactions 
of 1874, Dr. Ezra Read writes that when he 
came to Terre Haute (in 1844), the Society was 
in existence and had created a great deal of pro- 
fessional interest. What was probably the first 
medical organization in the state—The First 
District Medical Society—was organized in 1817. 
Dr. Shuler of Terre Haute, being president, it 
had its home in this place from 1822 and flour- 
ished until Dr. Shuler’s death in 1827. 

It stands to the credit of Vigo County that be- 
fore the National or State Societies existed, 
those pioneer physicians in Terre Haute were 
alive to the value of medical organization and 
Co-operative study. There were probably not 
over a dozen physicians in the town at that time, 
as the population was but 2500. Among those 
faithful members who met regularly at the 
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shrine of Esculapius, were’ Doctors Sep er Pat- 
rick, George W. Patrick, Ebenezer Daniels, 
James Black, Hitchcock, Read, Clippinger, E. 
V. Ball, Asel Holmes, Hamilton, Bell and Ma- 
han. Very few facts are obtainable concerning 
the society during these years, but there is every 
reason to believe that it had a continuous activity 
until the outbreak of the Civil War. A news- 
paper clipping kept by Dr. Ezra Read states that 
Dr. Septer Patrick was President of the society 
from its organization until 1849, when he left 
for California. 

Through the unsettled years of the Rebellion, 
the members laid aside their duties to the Society 
to attend to those of greater importance and 
their names are found on the roster of patriots, 
who responded to Father Abraham’s call. After 
the close of the war, the society had an uncer- 
tain existence with infrequent meetings, but in 
1874 it was rehabilitated as The Terre Haute 
Medical Society. The succeeding years of pro- 
gress to the present date are related in detail in 
the Secretary’s book. 

A perusal of the State Transactions from 1849 
to 1876 shows that Terre Haute made a rather in- 
significant contribution to the early annals of the 
State Society. This is explained when you 
know that the Esculapian Society of the Wabash 
Valley has, since 1846, been more of a parent 
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Society to us than has the State Association 
and consequently, most of our outside work 
has been done in the former society. The first 
of our members to join the State Society was 
Dr. E. T. Spottswood, at that time from Vermil- 
lion county, in 18538. Terre Haute is first men- 
tioned in the transactions of 1866, when Dr. 
W. Q. Insley (now deceased) joined and made 
the Society a valued worker for several years. 
Other members from here in the early 70’s were 
Drs. J. B. Armstrong, J. S. Stone, Purcell, 
Austin and Read. The first regular delegate 
from this Society was Dr. J. P. Worrell in 
1874. 

Conforming to the Constitution of the State 
Society, the name was again changed to the 
Vigo County Medical Society in September 1876. 
The Society met from office to office until it 
found its first permanent home in June 1883 in 
the old Rose Dispensary Building, located on 
the east side of Ninth street, between Mulberry 
and Cherry. In September 1888, it moved to 
the south-east room on the third floor of the 
Court House. Since August 1905, we have met 
in the Commercial Club Rooms, For the last 
thirty years the annual banquets given in honor 
of the retiring President have been memorable 
occasions. If we could have a copy of Dr. 
Swafford’s ex augural address in 1879 on the 
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Different Types, Peculiarities and Modes of 
Practice of Early Physicians in the Wabash 
Valley, this sketch could be richly enhanced by 
information now unavailable. The list of papers 
read gives an idea of the subjects that have in- 
terested the profession at different times and 
mirrors the changing opinions. The tauna of 
Indiana differs from what it was in 1874 and we 
have no need at present of devoting a meeting to 
the discussion of rattlesnake bites. The use of 
the speculum is a common routine now instead 
of an novelty as it must have been in ’77, judg- 
ing from a paper written to explain its value. 
The same may be said of the use of the hypo- 
dermic syringe, the introduction of which was 
discussed in’94. The battles waged in behalf 
of the germ theory the world over were du- 
plicated here in miniature and the occurrence of 
several papers in the 80’s and even 90's concern- 
ing bacteriology marks the victorious advance of 
its advocates. 

The fall of 1907 coincident with the visit of 
Dr. J. N. McCormack of the A. M. A. sawa re- 
juvenation of the Society and many changes 
were inaugurated. With much trepidation, 
weekly meetings were decided upon, but a doub- 
ling of the attendance on the old monthly meet- 
ings has established the wisdom of the move. 
To get out of the old rut of long, formal papers, 


the Go Lu adopted the Post-Graduate Course of 
Study, having short lectures and demonstrations. 
Nothing before has produced and sustained in- 
terest and enthusiasm like this systematic study 
and there is every prospect that we will finish 
the entire four year’s course. We have estab- 
lished a medical library which receives the im- 
portant current journals and contains bound 
volumes of periodicals, and a collection of books, 
donated by different physicians of the city, mak- 
ing a total of about 800 volumes. 

Due to a more liberal policy in disregarding 
all differences of schools of practice and to an 
energetic membership campaign, the Society has 
now enrolled practically every reputable physi- 
cian in the county, and in point of size, is the 
second largest County Society in the state. It 
remains now for the members to make it second 
to none in efficiency by their attendance at the 
meetings, by their contributions to the success 
of the meetings and by their united efforts to 
elevate the profession and improve its public 
Status. 

As a matter of historical interest, I have com- 
piled the following data as being worthy of per- 
petuation.

OUR PIONEER PHYSICIANS. 
Biographical Sketches of the Pioneer Physicians of Terre Haute 


and Vicinity, by Dr. Ezra Read; Prepared for the Indiana State 
Medical Society.

The prominent physicians of Terre Haute in the I settled here, 
1843, were Dre. Ebenezer Daniels, Septer Patrick, Edward V. Ball 
and Azel Holmes. 

Drs. Irish and Brooks were here, young men, and some others 
not now remembered, but within a few monthsthey sought locations 
elsewhere. Just prior to that time, Dr. John ¥. Hitchcock had left, 
having every creditably sustained himself in his profession for 
several years. He was the pupil of Dr. Valentine Mott, of New 
York; was a good surgeon and had professional merit, and was re= 
commended to thiscommunity by his preceptor. Dr. Daniels was e 
man of learning, a graduate of the Jefferson Medical College, Phil- 
adelphia, amoitious, industrious and jealous of his rights. He 
had studied the profession with great care, practiced it with care, 
and brought to his aidjudgment and skill and learning. He was a 
good surgeon, and partial to that branch of the orofession. I 
have rarely seen any one who could more readily bring to light 
latent dificulties st the bed side, or more skillfully suggest 
proper remedies. It is no disparagement to the most learned phy- 
Sicians of Indiana, at that time, to ssy that Dr. Daniels was in 
all respects their equal. He died of pneumonia in 1847, aged 
about 56 years. 

Dr. Patrick was a kind-hearted, blunt, honest physician, orig- 
inally from the State of New York; had practiced medicine on the 
Wabash and in this place until his head was whitened, enjoying the 


confidence and respect of his medical brethren and the entire com- 
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mmnunity. Always poor, always industrious and faithful to the sick, 
and always a good physician. He attended one course of lectures 
in New York, was a careful observer, and from long practice was 
skilled in the diseases of this locality. In the California gola 
excitement, he went there like many others, only to find the same 
obstacles he had left behind. He died in that State in the year 
1858, aged 78 years. 

Dr. Ball, a native of New York, was an excellent and highly 
esteemed citizen, and a very careful and industroius physician.

The child stayed at his house for several months, and when vision 
was restored, Mrs. Shuler states, was almost bewildered with joy 
at the wonders before her. Colors were with difficulty learned, 
and her friends only known for a long time by the sound of their 
voices. When the father came for her he was a stranger to her 
eyes, but a father when he spoke. He removed a very large abdomi- 
nal tumor from a lady in the seventh month of gestation. She 
recovered, gave birth to healthy, child and is still living near 
Vincennes. 


I have repeatedly heard medical men cotemporaries with the 
Doctor, speak of this operation as meritorious and capital but 
have not heard its character described, except that it was within 
the abdominal cavity and was considered hazardous and difficult. 
For several years he commanded the surgery of a very large scope 
of country and I have no doubt was eminently and justly entitled 
to it. He was the father of the Warden of the State Penitentiary 
at Jeffersonville, and brother-in-law of our worthy citizen N.F. 
Cunflingham, former State Treasurer. Dr. Shuler practiced medicine 
in this city four or five years prior to his death, which took 
Place in Vincennes in 1827, while on a visit there for a change 
and health, aged 37 years. Be contracted a cold from exposure 
invisiting Indianapolis the previous winter and sleeping in one 
of its new open houses—-(that was when your city was young and poor, 
Doctor) which settled on his lungs and terminated in consumption. 
Dr. Shuler transferred the Vincennes lst District Society to this 
place when he came here in 1822 or 1823, and kept it in a flourish- 
ing condition during his life. 
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Dr. Charles B. Modesitt was one of the earliest, if not the 
first physicians who settled on Fort Harrison Prairie, the prairie 
on Which Terre Haute is located. At that early day the Indians 
greatly exceeded the whites in numbers, and for safety most per- 
sons settled at, or near, Fort Harrison, then a military post 
three miles north of Terre Baute, the Indians having recently been 
hostile and in the interest or service of the British Government. 
Dr. Modesitt was born in Prince William county, Virginia, in the 
year 1784, and graduated at Prince William College, in his 24th 
year, about the year 1808; moved to Ohio, near Cincinnati, in 1814, 
and to Fort Harrison in 1816. He attendedithe first sale of lots 
in Terre Haute, in that year, and shortly afterwards built one of 
the first log houses in the new town, and commenced the practice 
of medicine. He died in January 1848, aged 64 years. Dr. Modesett 
was in manners a courtly, dignified, Virginia gentleman, and in 
his intercourse with the pioneer settlers never lost sight of his 
self-respect and polite manners. He was a dilligent and faithful 
physician, enjoyed an extensive practice, and deservedly ranked 
with the most eminent of the profession in western Indiana. 


Dr. Wm. Clark, a military surgeon at Fort Harrison, practiced 
medicine among the early settlers for a few years and moved some- 
where near Eugene, on the Wabash, about the year 1824. 


Dr. Aspinwall, for the State of New York, settled here in 1817 
and died in 1824. 


Dr. Hotchkiss, from Connecticut, came here in the year 1822, 
and died in 1830; and Dr. Turner, from the same State, came in 
1822 and died in 1832. 


All of these physicians are highly spoken of by the early 
settlers as skilled in their profession-industrious and of good 
habits. Most of these young men had been well educated in the 
Eastern States--were enterprising and hopeful and came to a new 
country to toil a few years and die. All of the above named phy= 
sicians belonged to the First District Medical Society at Vin- 
cennes or Terre Haute. 


I have thus completed, as well as I could with the material 
at my disposal, this imperfect sketch of the pioneer physicians 
of this part of the Wabash. It is the only attempt known to me 
of preserving even their names as a class. 
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a family of physiciens, and es few of the people of Terre Haute, 
whose ancestors were among the early settlers of the New England 

states are able to trace the genealogy of their families back to the 

origin of the name in the United States, it is the more interesting 

to be able to give the following history of the Van Valzahs, and more 
especially those who heave had the M.D, added to their names. Dr..Robert 

Van Valzah, of Buffalo Cross Roads, Union county, Pennsylvania, was the 
father of four sons, two of whom were physicians: Dr. Robert, of Mifflinburg, 
Pennsylvanig, and Dr. Thomas, of Lewistown, Fennsylvania. The former 

of these had seven sons, five of whom were physicians, as follows: 

Dr. Robert F., of Spring Mills, Pa., Dr. Thomas, of Boalsburg, Pa., Dr. 

Jno. He, who did not practice, Dr. Semuel B., of Durand, Illinois, and 

Dr. S. L., of Mifflinburg, Pa. Of these five, Dr. Thomas Van Valzah 

hed four sons, three of them physicians, as follows: Dr. Robert, of 
Freeport, Illinois, Dr. Howard, of Lewistown, Pennsylvania, and John 

Van Valzah, of Freeport, Illinois. Mr. Wm. Van Valzah, of Buffalo Cross 
Roads, had four sons, two of them physicians, as follows: Dr. Robert T., 

of Ashland, Pa., and Dr. William, of Philadelphia, Pa. Dr. Robert F. Van 
Valzah, of Spring Mills, Pa., son of Dr. Robert Van Valzah, of Mifflinburg, 
had four sons, two of them physicians, as follows: Dr. Frank, of Spring 
Mills, Pa., and Dr. Harry, of Clearfield, Pa. Only three of the descendants 
adopted other professions. Among them is Robert Van Valzah, dentist, of 
Terre Haute, Indiana. This is the only fmmily of the name in the United States. 
The father of Dr. Robert Ven Valzah, of Buffalo Cross Roads, was among the 
Dutch settlers from Hollang in the State of New York, and Dr. Robert was 

the only son with children. From him, therefore, all the descendants in 


this country originate. Robert, of Terre Heute, is the son of William Van 


Valzah, of Lewisburgh, Pa., this Lewisburg, Union county, Pe., being the doctor's 
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native place. In 1861 he began the study of dentistry, and in 1863 entered 
the Union army during the rebellion of 1861-65. He enlisted in Co. A, 

28th Penn. Vol. Inf. His officers weve Capt. T. R. Jones and Col. Chamberlain. 
In the spring of 1864 he became a resident of Terre Haute, where he hes 
since resided, engaged in the practice of his profession, which he began 
shortly after his arrival. In 1868 he wes elected a member of the city 
council of Terre Haute, which office he held one term. In 1871 he became 
an officer in the Grand Lodge of A.F. and A.M. of the State of Indiana, and 
in 1878 was mace Grand Master of that body, retiring in May, 1879. In 1878 
he was elected a member of the board of trustees of the city schools of 
Terre Haute for three years, he being president of the Board. In 1878 

he was also elected a member of the state legislature of Indiene, and is 

at present holding that office. In June, 1879, when the Indiana State 
Dental Codlege of Indianapolis wes organized, he was appointed clinical 
instructor. This position he still holds. He was also first vice-president 
of ee Indiana State Dental Association, The doctor's office is located 
corner of Fourth and Main streets, in the opera house building, where he 
has fitted up an elegant suite of rooms. As a dentist, his reputation is of 
the highest order, while es a citizen, the many positions and offices 

of trust and honor thét he has held and is holding, the confidence of the 
people in his honor and ability, are positive proof of his stending in 


the estimation of the citizens of Terre Heute and of the State of IRPpdiarm. 
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Today doctors flit between hospitals oni well equpped 


offices, At this time in Vigo County there ia sbout one doce 
tor to every 700 people (potential patients. ), which is cone 
sidered about the right proportion. In the eighteen twenties 
and thirties there was in Vigo County about one doctor for 
every 200 or 3003 in Terre Haute, one physician for every 50 
to 100 population. 

A few years ego the doctor went -bout in his oar, his 
practice having a redius of about 100 miles; he operated on the 
kitchen table, often by lampelight, and was assisted by a 
member of the household, and n teakettle of hot water. 

å few yeers earlier he traveled about in a phaeton, or 
sulky, with his favorite horse, end his little black bag. 

It had së been but a few years previous to thie he took his 
innoet or penknife, filled bie pookete and pill beg with 
oAlomel and quinine, snd went es far aa he could on borses 
back, the Psat of the way by foot treil. 

It is interesting to note that, in spite of what has been 


said to the contrary, the ploneer doctors of the earliest tines 


were well educated, Well @ducated, that is, in view of what 
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was known at that time. In order to get into the army, the 
medical men at Fort Harrison had undergone as rigid exame 
inations as were then possible to give. Indiana, ^8 a 
Territory, and again as a state, was well sbreest of the 
times. It was the first jeneral Assembly of Indians that 
passed a law regulating the practice of medicine andi aurgerye 
It wae this first General Assembly that estnblished judicial 
boards in the three judicial districts of Indiana.* 

In conformity of the act of the 1816 Legislature, the 
Medical men met in Rips Counts in 1817, end followed the 
expitol fron Vincennes, to “orydon, snd Indinnspolis, Then 
due to the difficulty of transportation, end the center of 
population being far to the south of Indianapolis, the 
attendance at the medical mectings feli off. It was these 
difficulties, and nothing else that kept these medical men 
from gathering at the ospitol after 1826, The effort of 
getting to a place eo far away, and inability to leave 
their patients for so long a time as was necessary to make 
the trip alone caused the disruption of the mectings. 

Unfortunately the law, so thoughtfully passed by the 
first General Assembly, fell into disrepute. It was a sad 
day for the patients, as well as the doctors, when in 1830 
the law was repealed, anl Indiana wae left to the mercy of 
anyone online himself a doctor. A brillinnt beginning, 
spoiled within a dozen years. 

Coming down to Vigo County in particuler, it is grati- 
fying to learn thet the esrl; men of medicine were graduates 
of, or attended, the best medianl colleges of the times. 


We find graduates of, or proof that lectures had been attended, 
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“Indiana's 18 counties were divided longitudinally into 3 districts. 


at the best New Sngland, New York, and Maryland colleges : 


Jefferson in Philadelphia, Transylvania in Kentucky, and 
Drake in Cincinnati. 

With this fine law, and a group of exeellent men, Vigo 
County made a brilliant beginning, a foundiation that no 
pioneer settlement could betters 

But a tide of immigration was sweeping the state. Like 
a mushroom growth, settlements sprang up. ind like all 
frontiers an undesirable element crept in with the tide, 
Quacks, charlatans, and pathies cane by the hundreds, There 
were is the course of years the allopathn pitted ageinst the 
homeopathea; the roots and herb doctors; the Thomgoniane 
and eclectics; snd the ever oresent “Yarb" doctors erying 
down the cslomel doctora, Today thie has all been ironed 
Oute All medical men desiring to practice in Indiana are 
subject to one examination, which lets in all but the ohiroe 
practor, who has not had enough medicnl education to pass 
the exasination, They pions are howling for a separate 
examination, which FREY oe ap chiropractors este—to 
‘practiec, to come in hordes. 

In early times people, for the most part, were their 
own dostorn whenever they could bes Charms ond herbs, and 
home remedies were exheusted before a medioal man was called 
ine A midwife never called a doctor until after she had 
given up all hope of delivering a woman. å birth was geldon 
attended by a doctor, and when he was called he knew he was 
on trial, and had to watch hie step. He found the cabin 
filled with interested neighbors, there to help and celebrate. 


Cautious, suspicious eyes followed every nove of the doctor, 
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and if he dared to do one thing different from the way the 
midwife was accustomed to, he might just ao well pack his 
bag and seek another settlement, for tongues were never 
still, and news traveled fast in the back woods. Obstetrics 
and gynecology as a specialty were unknown in Indiana until 
after 1870, when papers began to frequently appear in the 
Medical Transactions. 

The dootor on horsebsek has been much eulogized, but 
stripped of romanticism, 1t meant often a 20 to 36 hour ride 
at a tine, during timeo of great sickness, and always a 
fuil time job. Their method of treatment was syotemetically 
trial and error. Very true their diagnosis was often wrong, 
but their theraputios wes good. In the United States the 
medical men have always gone by the law, get the patient 
well, never sind what's wrong. In Europe the disease is 
what fascinated them, and diagnosis became a specialty there, 
These wen of medicine in the backwoods went their wey, and 
by triel end error, physical endurance and mentnl effort, 
kináness and perserverence, found truth end light and brought 
comfort to the homes of the ailing. 

To go into a little more detail of how the legislation 
of Indiana affected the Vigo County dootors and worked to 
the good of the community we must begin at Vincennes, There 
we find on the first board three Vigo County men, 3 out of 
the first 5 to be licenced under the new law, William Clark, 
John MoCulliough and Lawrence Shuler, They were to perpetuate 
@ board, to examine and license to practise any applicant 
they felt was qualified; to affix a rate, or sonle of charge, 
and to proclaim loudly that any person practising without 
proper euthority should have no assistance of lew to aollect 
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debte owing him. By this agreement, the patient as well as 


the dootor was protected, and it seemed letter perfect. 

There was. still a better organization of the medical 
profession by 1825, 4 oharter was granted by the state to 
loeel organizations; but a ohange in lew was definitely 
indicated, Was it carelessness in the exanining boards of 
these three or more districts? Wes quackery creeping in? 
Or. was it a definite stepping up of standards of the 
practising medical profession? No doubt it was a bit of all 
three, We know unfortunately there was na uniformity of 
the examining boards, but we know also that the Yineennes 
district kept its standards high. 

A weak bit of legislation in 1830 attempted to correct 
the defects in the earlier law by denying all aid to the 
unlicensed to collect bills., Sut this seems to be but a 
restatement of what had already been passed. It indicated 
that thete was lack of enforcement of the earlier law, It 
was a law with a threat end no teeth. 

Matters must have grown worse, for the whole thing was 
thrown overboard in late 1830 A11 the laws were repealed, 
@ confession of complete failure, Indiana was left wide 
open, Anyone could practise, No lisence was required, 
Cherlatons and quacks poured in fror the engt, Tides of 
immigration were already flowing over the eourtryv. Had there 
alrendy come ao nany the law could not cope with them, or 
was the state so new and unorganized the courts could not 


or would not prosecute? 
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Evansville Medical Society in Transaction in 1852 - "Sine 1830 
these laws have all been repenled and none other enacted in their 
places.” But a study of the statutes fails to reveal repeals.

Indiana faee*d fifty-five years of gloom for patiente 
as well aa doctors. It was the heyday of the diploma mill, 
shingles flew up at every corner, and anybody turned doctor. 
A man by the name of Burr in esstern Indiana, turned out 
doctors completely "educated" in six weeke. The eclectic 
became popular. “The Right To Practice" was read by all who 
desired to become a doctor by reading a aingle volume. 

Vigo County no doubt had its quacks, and many of them, 
but I fail to find written records indicating much of it at 
that early date. 

It wae not until 1885 that even a feeble atteant was 
wade at any sort of sedioal practise iaw, Under this law 
a doctor was allowed to practice if he were a graduate of 
a reputable medioal sehool, (whether or not it was reputable 
was left to the local clerk.), and had a good moral charactor, 
(two signing as to this,). Or a license would be given one 
who had hed one term at a reputable medical school, and three 
years of praotiee, plus a good moral character, The third 
type of license given was to one who had had ten yeers of 
practice where he wanted to get the license, plus a good 
moral character. All these contingéneies were left to the 
local clerk without appeal, 

In 1697 a bosrd of resietration was formed, and exame 
ination asked, | ; 

In 2905 a high school education was required, In 1905 
the Ceteopath was admitted, but eince 1915 all wishing to 
practice nust take the sane exnmination with the exception 
of theraputios.

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What bad been the standard of the first Judicial dictrict, 

Vineénnes, the one that included the now Vigo County? It 
has been recorded that the censors, including doctors who 
at some time practiced in Vigo County, Shuler and MoSullough , 
met to appoint delegates to form the society calied for 
by law, It was the sane yasr that Dr. David H, Hale, who 

d very likely is the same Dr. Hale who lived in Vige County 
for & while, presented to the society a letter fron 
Drs Lyman Spalding, of New York, tozetner with # cireular 
letter fron the corresponding committes.of New York, pro- 
Claiming the need of a National Yharngcopeia. Accordingly, 
a memorial wao sent to Congress fron this little backwoods 
board of a medical society. Their alertness and promptness 
in realizing and acting upon the faot thet there was no 


guoh thing as a pharmecopelia in the United States, is ine 
dioative of the fine esliber of these early medical mene 
In less than two years a National Pharuecopeia was printed 
both in Latin and English,” 

The next year this bosrd turned down two applicants 


Wishing ligenees. Lawrenee Shuler, one of the arestest 


leading spirite in early medical history, moved that no one 

y be presented to the board without having firet studied 
physic and surgery for three years. He also urged the reporte 
ing of unlicensed. practitioners, Thie was in 1819, and seems 
to show that vigilant as the board was tt could not cope 


with the unlicensed men who were slivo ing into the states 


Te 
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Ze may de the courts were lax, At least the board was 
aware of an undesirable condition, By law these untrained 
physicians and quacks oovld have been prevented from 
practising. It was not due to lack of interest of the 
medical society that it fell, Nor yet that the society's 
meetings were so 111 sttended in Indianapolis that they 
were discontinued, The law may have failed due to lack of 
local enforcement, but the society failed only through 
Giffieulty of trancnortation and laek of communication. 
There was no Leer of Sttterest, ani even tbough es a atate 
there were no nore meetings, local meetings continued. 

In $35 the legisleture granted a state charter to 
Vinoennes, which gave then the right to give diplomas on 
examination., The code of ethios is shown in an interesting 
way in the 19th and 20th sections of the Yonstitution and 
Byelaws. 

“Section 19, Physicians should never neglect an 
opportunity of fortifying and protecting the good resolutions 
of petients suffering under the bad effects om intemperance 
and vicious lives; and in order that thefr counsel and 
remonstrations may have dus weight, it will readily be seen 
that they should have full olaim to be blameless in life 
and high moral character, which we have stated to be a 
necessary prerequisite to an honorable atand in the professions 

“Seotion 20, Medical men should remember the ‘Sabbath 
Day ani keep it holy," and visits should, es ‘ar ase consistent 
with professional ensagements, be aade before or after 
publio worship, or during its intervals.”

is the oldest continuous me4iaal society west of the 
Alleghenies. It war here thet the doctors read papers; 
axchanzed convictions, and received ineapiretione 

Tae early medical man of Vigo dounty we have found to 
be very well educated for the tise, and EE ee 
through examining boarda, But what did he have to work with? 
For medicines the settlers relied on the forests, snd to 
some extent did the doctors too, for druze osme mostly from 
Englemd, france, and germany, and were herd to get 2nd exe 
pensive. There was fontany root, simao berries, and barke 
of various sorts to be gathered from the woods. They 
supplied the tonics end cough eyrups, and salves for the 
injured. Home made remedies were extensively used, and to 
some extent the doctors prescribed them. His office was 
called a shop, for there, what pilla they had were Rolled, 
ami other concoctions sconpounded. 

Preunonia, even though not always recognized ae sugh 
was treated with blue pill, tartar euftic and calomel, It © 
is to be remembered that it was the symptoms they were 
treating not the osuse of disease. Pathology at that date 
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waa Unknown. A@soulation was unheard of until 1619. Put 


the’ stethescope was not long after that in reaching the

frontier. In the thirties end even later it was not unusual 
to see the doctor with kis bigh besver hat perched on his 
head, and in ite hat bend, a orude wooden inetruzent called 
a stethescope. 

Calomel was given in lerge doses, ge cure-all for almost 
everythings, Dr. Garturignt, of Natchez, a populer physician 
of the early days of the infant state, gave from 20 to 100 
graine of calomel at a single dose, believing no most of 
the western and southern doctors did at thant tine, the 
bigger the dose, the better the treatment. It was many years 
before they realized that the body could absorb just so 
much, end that inoreasing the dose did not in any way ine 
orenee the chance for oure, “Sartwricht elained thet large 
doses of medicine were milder in action than smaller ones, 

No doubt his favorite formula for treatinzs cholera was fole« 
lowed by many in Vigo, for he and nia bréthar 444 influence 
the doctors in thie part of the state, He save 10 grains 
each of calomel, capsicum, and camphor aun, repested every 
hour. 

The treatment in the fifties 1n not such betters The 
English man Beste who visited the Wabash gountry in fiftye 
one and went back to England, Abee wrote of in expedition 
desoribes hia own serious illness. It was July in 1852, 
and he, like most other people, particularly when in a strange 


land, was attempting to cure himself of bis illness, "I 
toot blue pill," he says, “and onstor oil, and laudanum, 


and tossed about infy bed for the rset of the day.” He 


was no better wo felt obliged to call in a local Terre Haute 
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doetor, a Dr. Erra Rhead who lived saaross the road from 

the Preirie House where he wae steying, and hed been highly 
yesommended, “I was certain he would bleed me, end (being 
delirious) felt thet this. would surely kill me.” 

Be wes richt in thinking that rend would bleed him, 
for thet was the first thing a dootor did in those days e 
to disvosseas the bad hunore ! But Nenad did not bleed him 
ginge he objected but bagan e rather strenuous treatment. 
He tried oslomel in frequent and large doses, but beeause 
of inflameation stdned that and had him fast., Secause he 
failed to improve, then as now the femily wished gp eonsutant, 
and called in Dr. Clippinger. After there two hed talked 
things over they oresented the femily with a signed agree- 
ment, for as Beste anid, “If I shose to die, each doctor 
had guarded himself? ageinat any isputation upon his own 
practice," 

The agreement reeds "All the medicines now used are to 
be euspended for the next twenty four hours. 

“In their stead we shall give an anodyne ipeercusnho. 
pill every three houras, 

“The drinks are to consist of teed mucilaze of gum 
erebic alone, No nurishment of any kind to be taken at 
present.

Ee W, Clippinger July 11, 1851 

After a forty four hour fast Dr. "end decided that 
the sure cure for his patient was a strenuous buggy ride, 

He proceeded to frequently stop in thie wild desk over very 
bad roada, to buy squirrel from hunters he overtook, and 
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ordered them cooked for Becte's breakfast, because he claimed 
they were xost digestable of all foods, Beate now felt 
equal to being bled, so he was blistered and supped, out 
he olsims no blood came ! Dr, Read allowed him to drink 
whiskey or brendy, the whiskey especially was recomnended 
because he felt it was elsost a naturel growth ibut wine, 
which Beste wanted, he knew nothing of, and donsidered it 
a novelty not to be indulged in. He did agree to sample 
soge. that a wine merchent sent to the hotel, snd he and 
Hrg. Seste sat by the patient semplying the wine whioh they 
mixed with sodas. But alas, Dr. Head pronounced it sour 
and unfit for the inyalid. 

Quinine was used a little in Indiana as early ae 1926, 
but the Lerirt was high and it waa difficult to get and 
& little feared, At one tine in Indiana the uc sald for 
as nuoch as $39 an ounee, but the sore usual orice wan about 
$2.50, still high because of tariff. In the twenties 
Peruvian hark and wine were used in ite place for salaris, 
and 1t was years before quinine became a common druge But 
the time aame when & settler bought at the trading post 
quinina aa regularly as be bought hia salt and sugar, for 
none were exempt from the Agues 

In. these early days of statehood Opius was used 
frequently for stopping diarres, Drugs beeame go important 
to the doctor and settler that long ads were appenring in 
the newspapers by 19850 . The Journal, published in Terre 
Haute, in 1851 advertises a fresh supply of druge thai has 
arrävea at a store in New Albany. Among the items listed 
wore 100 pounds of calomel, 20 pounds ohloroform (which

was new and important then) 25 pounds Hydrazerum cum oreta 
(Meroury end chalk) which wac used as n laxative, 20 sounds 
of oxid Elsmuth (used in treatment of dlarrea). 

The locel druggist edvertising his wares was Swain at 
Ath and National rond Street. He bas co mean list, 2nd ines 
Vitestthe physicianc to cail, Along with the medicines he 
hee pointo, varnishes, oil, dyes, chemicals and patent rede 
eines., Not quite es formidable list as the present day 
druggist could produce, but doing very well. Sargaparitlin 
is listec often ap the grent spring «nd summer nedicine , 
and coush cendye 

The doctors, and people themselves depended heavily 
for many years unon bitters. They vere unde from some fave 
orite herb, soaked or asturated with gucohol. Whiskey was 
the easiest snd most populer form of aleohel to obtain. The 
spring tonte, or bitters were as neavasory to the oonmsunity 
as bleeding. For they firmly believed thet the blood must 
be thinned in the spring, and there was nothing to equal 
bitters for doing it. It wes said of a certain minister in 
this part of Indiana, thet he wee not only dependent upon 
his bitters for keeping him in good health, but insisted on 
making his own. He had his own particular way of making 
bitters for unlike most people who started with fresh herba, 
he considered the old herbs good enough, and sleohol alone 
needed to be added, which he did frequently. 

Eaeh spring brought the making of fresh spring tontes 
for a family. The bitterer they were the better their Value 
they believed. Sarsaparilla, dandelion, gentian, jalap green, 
onmphor sre but a few of the ingredients used, Supplies of 
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these orme in great lots by boat from Now Albany and 
Gineinnati.s. Sut many chose to use the herbs they found 
thenselves in the woods. 
-—— the inetronante the doctors possessed were faw and 
orude. Fach doctor broucht with hin to the frontier a 
lancet, Little if any surgery wes done, snd there was no 
great need for instruments. Fraquently when neceserry a 
doctor would Gonetruect his own. Later 2 surgicel Instrument 
house aprang up in New Albany. But the laneet wea whet 
most doctors, end egen Leen depended upon. The ucuel 
procegdure was to bleed the patient until he wes weak, then 
give medicine, @leedins wes e procegdure for every normal 
person at least twice a year, to let out the bad humors. 
But if in addition the person wee sick, then bleeding was 
done first for the sene resson, to let out the polson, 
Often 4oetors found patients’ erop ro seerred it was 
aifficult to strike s Wein. The picneers very firmly 
believed thet if the pein happened to be in the richt arm 
the left must not be bled, for then the pein would crores the 
heart, and the patient most certainly dies 

Anesthetics and asepsais were things unknown until the 
eixties, and little known until the ninties, Beonuse of 
the lack of these, abdominal, femsle pelvis, cranium and 
ear and eye weg operations done only with the greatest of 
danger and derings Ether wae not used until the earky LATE 
forties, snd olfloroform did not come into use until inter. 
It was puch later indeed that vacteriolosy was established, 
and it fa still considered a new and growing acienae. The 


Vigo County Medical Sealety papers on baateriolosy begin to 
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appear inthe eighties nnd nietes, The clinical there 
mometer 444 not make its appearance until the sixties, and 
then sa a orude affair thet took five minutes to register, 
and was ae large as a pencil, Supper gloves were not used 
until 1990. 

The books eka: the pioneer doctor had for reference 
were such as he had broucht with him. CGacesionsily he 
would make a trip back to Cineinneti to buy a medical book, 
or if a doctor was dissatisfied with the frontier he could 
easily sell his library before leaving. Philadelphia was 
one of the largest store houses for medical books for this 
part of the country. Cincinnati wes not long in following. 
My grent grandfather Dr. Joshua Boyd Hemilton, of Prarteton 
who hed come in the lete thirties from Jefferson Medical 
chool in Philadelphie, left e librery of 500 medical books 
when he dieä in Tei, This was considered an important 
library for the time. The međiesl journele that were pube 
lished in the enst were not long in getting to our comuunkitye 
The keen interest in the profeseion end pride in knowing 
the newest and beet way was evident in whet was found in 
Vigo County at that eerly dete. Many of the books are 
still to be found in duety corners, and the dates of pube 
licationd, and deteg bought by the doctor, which is often 
inserted is amazing in nearness, 

Dre Pe Physick, the father of Amerieran surgery, who 
wae born in Philadelphia, produced a book that wna found 
here, snd depended upon. Another early book on surgery 
was Dre C. Zell, a Soottish doctor who wrote of tne nervous 


aystem. The 1606 edition of Cullen's Practice of Medicine, 
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Ib 
en Bemilton's Obatetries found their way to Vigo, Wm, Dewees’ 
book published in 1828 in Philedelphia on Obstetrics shows 

the interest, of doctors in thet line. This book had the 

long title of "A Gompenducus Gyatem of Widwifery, ehiefly 
designed to facilitate the Inquiries of those who may be 
pursuing this branch of seuage Dewees was a native Penne 
sylvanian snd author of many books coneerning obstetrias 

anè ohildren., John Eberle's Treatise on the Freetice of 
Medicine, published in Philadelphin in 1635 was another to 

be found here. He wes a teecher in the Chio Medieal College, 
Marshall Hall's book publiahed in Philadelphia in 1835, four 
years efter ite Tnglish edition, was an eseny on the 
Cireulation of the 3lood, and a treatise on the morbid snd 
curative effects on the lose of blood. In 1606 Caldwell 

had a book published fn Philadelphia. It was really an 
edited volume of there by greduates of the University of 
Fenneylwenia, 1893 found him in Transylvanie University, 

and Mediesl booke pudlished in Lexington that year orrried 
‘his name. Aenses Cartwright's treatment of cholera in 
Hetehez was eagerly read by Vigo men, sowe of) whon knew 

him from his childhood in Sullfvan County. Benjamin Stille 
man's Chemistry; published in New even in 1834 was found 
upon the shelves in Vigo County. This ia but n enmple of 

the anny books published in this country, and England and 
Scotland thet were uge in Vizo County. With all the bookes 
that were read and practised by, they were not a grent deal 
of help to the pioneer doctor. Medicine was in the 
empiristia ctage, end thet ssnnot be denied. There wee little

et school; not with the money earned from his museroue, but 
impnoveriehed patients, dut inherited nony, He reeelved 

hie diploma from Miami Medionl College at Cincinnati., Tren 
then he gould not depe upon e medical preatice slon=, but 
combined 1t with the dwig business, end post offices, until 
he moved to Terre Haute. Here he beonme one of the esrliest 
specialists in gynecology., In Istar yerrs he went to Europe 
to study, af was the custom of the doctors who stopned at 
nothin; short of the best. Potny, even thoush there were 
no war, the bent ig considered in the United States, whioh 
neg, rapidly essuned the leaderanip in medisine as well as 

In other thinca. This le but s sonmon example of the method 
of training doctors by the menann of vreoeptors. If he were 
anbitious personnlly, aetintied vith only the dant; a desire 
to lesn, and willingness to work he reseed hin gonl after 
yearn of strucale, 

The preceptor method wee used tn theory aven to the day 
of ny father’s nedienl tretning. Phe medionl senool of 
Cinsinnat’ demanded a preceptor for enon applicant. It 
meant nothing mors then a nvonaor, but it telis en intrreate 
ang tale, for he, Or. J, E. Yainatein, wae anonnmored by 


Dr. Stephen d, Young, a greduete of Ohio Medien) College, 
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and Dr. Young in turn hed nad ag bin preceptor Dr. Eë Kead, 
who in turd as a graduate of breke’s Medical Sehool of g 
Sineinmnaté’ in '36 and officer with the army in Texan, hed 
baen invited to form a partnership with Dr Daniels, a 
Jefferson Medical areduete, snd early surgeon in Terre Hautes 

Aneh waa'the manner tn which the preesstor system 
worked. In Vigo it was usually a craduete who settled 
here first, called into partnership or bad resdere under 
hin, who in turn ususlly attended if ag all posnible come 
medicsl leetures at any r@ta, and they in turn bad othere 
read under then. It was not until 1985 that a proper 
examination was given by the state for obtaining license to 
practica, Whether a physician or surgeon was worthy denended 
upon his ambition, ekill snd learning. Binoe the rereal 
of the 1816 law in 1830, there wea no Soiiagl Law governe 
ing practice until 1883. A review of this lecisclation hae 
been given. ecenune of the law, the ene of transportation, 
and better means of attending aedierl collewe, the preaeptor 
method died. 

Such of the ties, was unhealthy in the Yabesh valley , 
There were numerous epidemies, ond the elaknesas and epidemics 
were thought to be due to mianza.

slike, Tubersulosia was not known by that name, but ine 
flemation of the lungs, white swelling and congestive fever 
took many of the pioneers ofre 

An obituary of a doctor, once resident of Vigo County 
who ister went to Parke County, will serve to throw light 
on the most 4resded of diseases. 

"Died at Roseville, In: on the morning of the 30th 
(March, 1826) Dr. John Ms Jenkins, after e Atstressing 
illness of five days, Nis complaint wes inflaustory

tributed te winter fevers, cholerm morbus, flux, chilis; 
bilions congertion, canoer of the breast. npendieitie 


of ascurse wos unrecognized, fhe dents rabe of ehildren 
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was bigh and lesentable. But strensely enouzh there 
eeered many obildren, end the loss of n worker wae sore 
rourned. Whooping cough and dysentery took zany ahildren, 
Dr. Read told Mr. Bante that they did not expect to raise 
a child until after he head ro-sohed bis eighth year, This 
@eemed nothing short of secendalous to the Englisturan, who 
was greatly grieved over the death of his small daughter.
